INTER-FEDERATION COMPETITION 

A THREE-YEAR PLAN 

•«r 

At the Annual General Meeting at Southport, the Council was asked to consider the 
arranging of a Competition on the lines of the Three-Year Plan which, many members 
will remember, provided a stimulus to activity during the years 1934-7. 

The aim of the plan is to spread the knowledge of Esperanto generally; to increase the 
membership of our Association and the Universala Esperanto-Asocio; to raise the standard 
of Esperanto by encouraging Esperantists to prepare for Esperanto Examinations. It 
is also hoped that the plan will help the finances of the Association during this difficult 
post-war period when, with a membership still far below the goal of 5,000, additional 
income is urgently needed for the general purposes of the Association and for special 
publicity efforts. 

To encourage individual members, Groups, and Federations, by friendly rivalry to 
attain these ends, this Three-Year Plan will again take the form of a competition between • 
the Federation and other areas, as shown in the accompanying schedule. 

Each area has been allotted a quota for 1949. The quotas will be reviewed and perhaps 
revised for 1950 and 1951. Points will be awarded as shown below, and the two winning 
areas will be those whose points represent the highest percentages of their quota. 

S-ro J. D. Applebaum has kindly given a silver cup for the winners, and the Association 
will also provide a trophy for the runners-up. 

At the end of each of the three years, the trophies will be awarded to the two winning 
areas on the basis of the results for the year then ended, and these areas will hold the trophies 
for one year. After the trophies have been held by the winners of the third year they will 
be awarded permanently to the two areas which have gained the highest average percentages 
over the three-year period. 

Our aim is a membership of 5,000. This is possible—if every member recruits only one 
new member. Greater things can be done with a really all-out effort. We want also to 
bring in the thousands of unattached Esperantists in the country whose additional support 
alone would relieve the Association of much financial anxiety. We shall be pleased to send 
a supply of B.E.A. prospectuses on request. 

The B.E.A. can be proud of the support that it has given to U.E.A. We want to keep 
this up—and extend it. It will be seen that the points to be gained by recruiting new 
members are accordingly increased when the new member also becomes an individual 
member of U.E.A. Likewise members transferring to higher categories of U.E.A. 
membership gain points for their area.

Note.—Points for new members and for enrolments for Courses will normally be awarded 
to the areas in which the new member or student resides.

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LAND-NAMES (IV) 

TWO CLASSES 

In most languages land-names stand in 
two classes. In one (I) the land names the 
inhabitant ( Africa, African) ; in the other 
(II) the inhabitant names the land {Turk, 
T urkey). 

This is so in Esperanto also. In class I 
the root names the land, and the inhabitant 
is named by -ano (Afrik-o, -ano). In 
class II the root names the race, and the 
land is named by -ujo or -lando (Turk-o, 
-ujo or -lando). 

There is an historical basis for the 
existence of these two classes (LR 41). 
Names of "novaj landoj”, which Zamenhof 
defines as "landoj, kiuj fakte kaj morale 
apartenas no al in difinita gento, sed 
egalrajte al ĉiuj siaj loĝantoj”, fall naturally 
into Cdass I. But though such considera¬ 
tions explain general international usage, 
they are not invariable rules (see below).

In Alĝeri, Asiri, Aŭstrali, Bolivi, Kolombi, 
Siberi, Siri, and the like, the final i is not a 
suffix, but part of the root. We do not, in 
English, or internationally, speak of the 
inhabitants of these lands as Australs, 
Bolivs, Kolombs, Sibers or Sirs. 

In Grenlando, Holando, Irlando, Islando, 
Kaplando, Kvinslando, Nederlando, Novze- 
lando. Zetlando, the ending -land is part of 
the root. The inhabitants are -landanoj, 
and not Grenoj, Iioloj, Iroj, Jsoj , Kapoj, 
Kvinsoj, Nederoj , Novzeoj, and Z etoj !

(a) Names from the Ancient world. Note 
the Biblical- (Arab-Egipt-Etiop-Filiŝt-fialde- 
Jud-Med-Pers-)-o, -ujo. On Egiptujo see 
LR 41. 

( b ) Instead of -ujo one may also use 

-(o)lando. E.g., Danujo or Danlando. 

(c) Usually the -lando form is heavier 
(cp. Anglolando, Pollando, Itallando, with 
Anglujo, Polujo, Italujo), and -ujo is then 
preferable. 

(d) Nevertheless, Fin(n)lando, Skotlando, 
Svislando, because more international, are 
more commonly used than Finnujo, Skotujo, 
Svisujo. So also we find Beĉuanlando, 
Basutolando, Kafrolando, Kui’dlando, Zulu- 
lando. 

(e) A man of another nationality living in 
a Class II land is an -ujano (or -landano). 
"Germanoj kaj francoj, kiuj loĝas en 
Rusujo, estas rusujanoj, kvankam ill ne 
estas rusoj” [Ekzercaro 27). 

DERIVATIVES 

{a) In both classes, whether the root 
names land or race, the endings -a, 6, 
usually suffice-to form an adjective or 
adverb. Angla (Usona) voto ; Angla 
(Usona) pejzaĝo ; paroli Angle (Usone). 

(b) More precise forms are available if 
desired. Usonana voto , Angluja pejzaĝo , 
paroli Anglalingve. But these are seldom 
needed. 

IN WHICH CLASS ? 

(a) It may be open to question whether 
some particular name should stand in 
Class I or II. Various factors affect the 
answer: e.g., Esperanto tradition, inter¬ 
national usage, the choice of the people of 
the country in question. 

( b ) To a great extent Esperanto follows 
international usage. But, other considera¬ 
tions apart, this is not a sure guide, for 
languages differ. E.g., F G form Russie, 
Russland from Russe ; but A forms Russian 
from Russia. A G form Poland, Polen from 
Pole ; but F forms Polonais from Pologne. 
A forms Scotland from Scot, but F forms 
Ecossais from Ecosse. In A France and 
Portugal are land-names, but Esperanto 
(perhaps more accurately) treats them as 
race-names. 

( c ) Zamenhof agreed (LR/32) that 
Aŭstrujo, Belgujo, Svisujo, are open to 
criticism. [If there are such peoples as 
Austroj, Belgoj, Svisoj, then Aŭstrujo, 
Belgujo, Svisujo, are obviously correct. 
But if there are no such races as Austrians 
or Swiss, but only dwellers in these 
countries, then a geographical root would 
be appropriate, e.g., Aŭstri-o, Helveti-o 
(-ano) M.C.B.J. But he added "Tiel longe. 
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kiel ni uzas nomojn de gentoj, ni devas 
ĉiam uzi tiujn nomojn kun la sufikso -uj . . 
Se la Akademio trovus necesa anstataŭigi ea 
(tiuj tri aomoj) la uj per i, mi tioa ae mal- 
konsilus ; sed fari propravole esceptoa por 
tiuj tri regnoj mi ne koasilus”. "Oferi la 
ĝisnunaa uzadoa mi konsilus aur ea tia 
okazo, se nia Lingva Komitato tioa 
postulus”. (On the root Belg see Belga 
Esperantisto, 1911 /89). 

( d) Old Problems Solved. The form 
Kanad-o, -ano has won against Kanad-o, 
-ujo. In Antaŭen Esperantistoj 1908/287 
and I SR 1910/64 Chilean Esperantists took 
opposite sides on whether Cil-o, -ujo or 
Cili-o, -ano was preferable. The latter is 
now usual. Flandr-o, -ujo, is used * by 
Belga Esperantisto and Flandra Esperantisto 
in preference to Flandr-o, -ano. 

(e) Boirac (PV xix) said that in case of 
doubt Class I (-0 -ano) is preferable. As 
the world progresses, neutral names are 
likely to be increasingly adopted. 
Zamenhof (OV 356/7, BE 1941/5), said that 
racial land-names tend to promote injustice, 
jealousy, and discord ; diplomats would do 
well to replace them by neiftral geographical 
names. 

USE IN THE FUNDAMENTO 

The Fundamento says “La rusoj loĝas en 
Rusujo kaj da germanoj en Germanujo”, 

and in UV defines uj as a land-name suffix, 
with the example Turku jo. The Funda¬ 
mento is unchangeable, and the traditional 
use of -ujo remains for all time good 
Esperanto (whether alternative forms are 
also used or not). (See BE 1944/118 and 
the preface to the Fundamento). Some 
recent text-books and magazines entirely 
boycott the fundamental forms, and thus 
deliberately mislead their readers. This 
attack on the unity of the language is 
wholly indefensible and must be un¬ 
reservedly condemned. 

OBJECTIONS TO -UJO 

(а) “It is ugly”. Tastes differ. Why 
should -ujo be thought ugly, but -ejo 
beautiful ? Many, including the present 
writer, think it far more euphonious than 
alternatives proposed. 

(б) “Its meaning ( container , land , plant) 
is too wide, and leads to ambiguity’’. Ossaka 
(Revuo Orienta 1925/31) and Corret (LI 
1920/330) point out that the meaning of a 
word depends not only on the root, but 
also on use and context. In practice 
Germanujo, lemejo are independent words, 
meaning Germany, school ; one does not 
dissect then every time one hears them. 

In theory it is desirable that every word 


should have only one meaning. This 
principle is indeed carried out more strictly 
in Esperanto than in any other language. 
Nevertheless its strict and invariable 
application is impossible in any living 
language. A glance at PV will show scores 
of roots with several meanings of different 
shades of meaning, in Esperanto as inter¬ 
nationally. E.g., akra, alta, marko, ek, pra, 
re, ad, aĵ, an, ism, have each from two to 
five different uses. The ending -§ipo has 
many relations in various contexts : petrol- 
ŜipO (movata per) ; aerŝipo (veturas en) ; 
kirasŝipo (provizita per) ; batalŝipo {uzata 
por) ; karbŝipo (kiu portas ). 

In practice this wide range of meaning is 
international, and causes no mis¬ 
understanding. It is even necessary. No 
language can live without a certain margin 
of elasticity. 

The supposed difficulty has no basis in 
fact. “Would anyone imagine that Kristano 
is an inhabitant of the land Kristo, or 
Usonano a follower of the religion Usono ; 
or monujo a land of money ?” (Ossaka). 
“Neniam eĉ plej mahnteligenta idioto 
supozus, ke Germanujo estas arbo, sur kiu 
kreskas Germanoj ; aŭ ke supujo estas lando 
loĝata de supoj” (Corret). 

(c) “Names with -ujo are less simple and 
regular than alternative forms’’. We shall 
show later that this is the reverse of the 
truth. 

CHOICE OF ROOT 

This depends on circumstances : e.g., the 
name used in the country concerned, 
international usage, Esperanto tradition, 
suitability for derivatives. 

As already said, the form used by the 
nation concerned is generally preferable. 
Kimrujo, not Valeso or Galo. 

But if the national name is little known 
outside the country, and some other name 
is international, the latter may be better: 
Eroato, Montenegro, rather than Ĥorvato» 
Cmo gorac. The roots Austr, Finland, 
German, Hungar, Japan seem preferable to 
Ostrito, Suomio, Dojĉlando, Magjarujo, 
Niponlando. 

Nevertheless, Helen, Nipon, Suomi, and 

similar roots, remain legitimate alternatives 
if desired for poetic or patriotic variation. 

ROOTS THAT HAVE CAUSED 

DISCUSSION 

Older forms Bohem (see opposite opinions 
in Ĉasopis Ceskych Esperantistu 1910/76 
and Esp 1946/Jan.), Flamahd, Ĥin, Japan, 
Rumen (see Rumana Esperantisto 1908/99) 
have .been partly or wholly superseded by 

Cefi, Ĉin, Flandr, Japan, Human. 

An early form was Brazilio (LR 42). 
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But the local Esperantists use Brazil-o, 
-ano ; and this is now general. 

Is the land Finlando, Finnlando, or 
Suomi ? Are the natives Finoj, Finnoj, or 
Finlandanoj ? The form Finland-o, -ano, 

seems best, and avoids doubled letters 
(IL 1930/230). But the double letter is 
international ; and Finn-o, Finnlando are 
now general, and used by the Finns (e.g., 
the magazines Esperanto, Finnlando, Finna 
Esperantisto). On Suomi see Esp. 1944/14. 

Holando names the province, Nederlando 

the country. 

» * ■ . • . 

For a very confused discussion on Iberoj 
and Iberianoj (quite distinct), and whether 
Spain plus Portugal should be named 
Iberio (possible) or Hispanujo (confusing, 
and unacceptable for Portuguese) see Suno 
Hispana 1925/33, 66. 

K. Takahaŝi ( Esperanto en Nipponlando 
1926/Mar., Jul.) says that the international 
root Japan is offensive to the Japanese : we 
should use Nippon-o, -ujo, or Nihon-o, -ujo. 
The Japanese Esperantists continue to use 
Japanujo. But Nipon (not Nippon) is a 
legitimate poetical variant. 

In Rev no Orienta 1928/347, J. Okamoto 
says that the European usage Kore-o, -ano 
(which seems preferable to the present 
writer) is incorrect: the land Koreujo (he 
says) is inhabited by the Koreoj (a distinct 
race), and these names are always used in 
the East. 

In Litova Stelo (April, 1925) Dombrowslti 
rejects proposals to call his country Litvujo 
(by the Pole Grabowski), Liivanio (by the 
Italian Meazzini) or Lituvujo (by the 
Russian Stojan). He says "Play about 
with your own land-names if you wish, but 
please allow us to name our land as we wish. 
We Litovoj find the name Litovnjo 
(Zamenhofan, and in use for 30 years) 
completely satisfactory.” 

In LR/42 Zamenhof suggested Meksikio 
(the country), Meksiko (the town). But 
Meksikio is not international. We say 
Mexicans, not Mexicians ! It seems better 
to use Meksiko for the land and Meksikurbo 
for Mexico City . 

There is no good name in English for 
U.S.A. or an inhabitant of U.S.A. United 
States is not precise : there are other United 
States. America is applicable to the whole 
continent. Yankeeland is impossible. A 
proposal made in U.S.A. and Canadian 
papers to use Usona (short for United 
States of North America) and Usonian did 
not catch on in English, but found a home 
in Esperanto (Usono). (LI 1907/214). 

Other debatable forms are Azoroj 
-Acoroj; Laplando-Laponujo.

A1 tiu, kiu legis la unuan parton, ne 
necesas, ke mi rekomendu la legadon de la 
dua parto. Sendube li estos jam leginta 
ĝin antaŭ ol ĉi tiu recenzo aperos. A1 la 
aliaj mi varme rekomendas la libron, kiu ne 
pretendas esti grava literaturajo, sed estas 
lerte rakontita romario kiu kaptas la 
intereson ek de la unua paĝo. 

La scenejo estas izolita vilaĝo en 
Svislando, kie ankoraŭ regas la malnovaj 
tradicioj, superstiĉoj, kaj malfido al la 
“progreso”. Inter la legendoj estas tiu, ke 
la liberiĝo de la vilaĝo el la sangoservuto 
al la Sanktaj Akvoj okazos nur pere de la 
morto de virgulino. 

Kiel ĉi tiu liberiĝo okazas pro la forta 
amo inter la filino de la “Prezi” de la 
vilaĝo —forta, kruda viro—kaj la filo de la 
viro, kiun la Prezi trompas kaj igas morti, 
estas la ĉefa temo de la libro. 

La traduko glate fluas. La solaj eraroj 
kiujn mi rimarkis estis la misuzo de "sole” 
anstataŭ "nur” (p. 31, 32) ; kaj foje 
anstataŭ tiufoje. Kvazaŭ ne ĉiam postulas 
la us-modon. Kelkaj vortoj netroveblaj 
en la Plena Vortaro ne havas apartan 
tradukon (ekz. traŭbo, le-zi). La formo 
sciavida tre trafas, kaj pro la ofta uzo de 
alo ĉe teknikaj temoj, la formo nazaloj 
ŝajnas bona kunmetajo.

Esperanto, the World Language. G. A. 

Connor, D. T. Connor, M.A., W. Solzbacher, 
Ph.D., Rev. J. B. Se-Tsien Kao. Cloth 
bound, 245 pp., $3.00. The Beechurst Press, 
New York. 

Four experienced Esperantists of different 
nations have combined their knowledge and 
skill to produce this work. It is an ideal 
handbook for new or future Esperantists, 
and will increase the knowledge of older 
ones. It is practically six books in one ; 
and each, had they been published 
separately, would have held its own on its 
merits. 

Part 1 (Language and Interlanguage) 
explains the need for an Interlanguage, 
and demonstrates the superiority of the 
claims of Esperanto to those of any other 
system. Part 2 is a concise and interesting 
text-book, though its few pages cannot, of 
course, present the language so fully as a 
larger volume. Part 3 is a short Teader, 
perhaps rather difficult for one who has 
studied only part 2. Part 4 gives much 


useful and reliable information about the 
movement, helpful to Esperantist and 
enquirer alike. Parts 5 and 6 are efficient 
Esperanto-English and English-Esperanto 
vocabularies. 

This is a sincere and impressive book, 
definitely a valuable addition to trans¬ 
atlantic bookshelves. It is unfortunate 
that the present dollar shortage prevents 
us from ordering copies.

advocated is highly infelicitous. Few

Ryn in Spyn, iy, iiild, iiar, iwziwal, 
ohvurhorld, biing, pypur, as improvements 
from any point of view on rain in Spain, 
you, yield, year, usual, overhauled, being, 
paper. Why should wait and weight, which 
have the same sound, be spelled wyt and weit 
respectively ? To boost this scheme under 
the name of Universal Language is an 
absurdity. The w'ork can but bring the 
cause of rational spelling reform into 
ridicule.

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THE OPINION OF 

In “ E.C.T.A .”, the organ of the Essex 
County Teachers’ Association [June, 1948), 
appears a three-page report of a Presidential 
address by Mr. M. Rayner, Headmaster of 
Norlington Road Sec. Modern School, Leyton. 
He describes the need for an international 
language, and the complete suitability of 
Esperanto, as against the defects of Basic and 
ether proposed solutions, and continues :— 

Now comes the question “Is Esperanto 
worth while as a school subject ?” Well, 

I think. it is. Quite apart from its value as 
a language, I have found that it offers two 
other benefits to the teacher. In Esperanto 
it is essential that every letter be sounded 
and spoken correctly. This has a beneficial 
effect on the pronunciation of English. 
It helps to correct the pronunciation of 
remarks like that of the little boy who 
peeped round the door of the doctor’s 
dispensary and exclained : “Coo, wha' alo' 
a li’le bo’lcs” (Coo, what a lot of little 
bottles). Secondly, it teaches grammar. I 
did not realize how much, until a recent 
occurrence brought it to my notice. A tutor 
had just heard an English lesson given by 
an Emergency trainee in my school. He 
reported to me that the lesson was not as 
good as it might have been, because the 
boys already knew the grammar which the 
trainee had set out to teach. Apparently 
the trainee had discussed the subject with 
the class teacher, who said he had not dealt 
with these aspects of English grammar. 
I, however, in teaching Esperanto, had had 
to deal with those points. I do not suggest 
that you must teach Esperanto in order to 
clear up matters of English grammar and 
pronunciation—but—well, there you are ! 

Many schools teach French and German. 
Why ? In my opinion there are two reasons, 
and two only, which justify the learning of 
another language—(1) to enable interchange 
of ideas with the other race, either by letter 
or speech, for commerce or pleasure ; and 
(2) to make possible the reading of the 
literature, fiction and non-fiction, of that 
tongue. Many thousands learn French and 
Germ an. How many achieve either of these 
objects ? The majority learn just enough 
to get through some examination such as the 
school certificate, and then, except for a 
very small percentage, forget it. You and 
I have learnt French. How many of us 
speak it fluently and idiomatically, or read 
its literature now ? Very few of us. What 
percentage, then, of non-professional people 
go even so far ? But in Esperanto there 
is a far easier language which opens up the

ideas and literature, not of one nation only, 
but of all nations. Anyone capable of 
learning French or German can learn 
Esperanto in a fraction of the time it would 
take him to learn either of these languages. 
Tens of thousands who cannot gain sufficient 
proficiency in a national language find it 
possible to learn and use this very simple 
international language . . . 

Recent happenings, particularly in 
Europe, have made an international 
language more desirable than ever before. 
Five nations have signed a 50-year pact of 
friendship and close collaboration. Surely 
the use of a common language must be a 
great aid to the realization of these hopes 
of friendship and unity. If the avoidance 
of future war depends on the undivided 
action of the Western group of nations—* 
and a common language will help towards 
this—surely we should make time and 
opportunity to teach that language and to 
persuade others to join in. 

I believe that Esperanto is the only 
worthwhile auxiliary international - language. 
I believe it will help to bind nations 
together, to remove misunderstandings, to 
facilitate the free interchange of ideas, and, 
in so doing, help to remove the threat 
of war. 

You all know only' too well what war 
means.

and so set an .example to other counties 
and other countries, by opening up an 
.avenue to international understanding, and 
so making a practical contribution towards 
the goal of World Peace.

October 2nd, 1948

Finance —It was reported that whilst 
expenditure from January to September 
had been about the same as in 1947, there 
had been less income from subscriptions 
and sales, and it w'as evident that there 
would be a heavy revenue deficit at the 
end of the year, possibly about /700.
